WASHINGTON, March 3— 
Chairman Oren Harris (Dem.), 
Arkansas, of the House subcom- 
mittee investigating the Feder- 
al Communications Commis- 
sion, said today he intends to 
seek the impeachment of Fed- 
eral Communications Commis- 
sioner Richard A. Mack. 

Harris said also it appears 
that “certain Senators are going 
to have to come before this 
committee and explain their ac- 
tions” in the controversial 
Channel 10 television case in 
Miami, Fla. He did not identi- 
fy the Senators.

ris announced that he wanted 


to clarify his earlier statement |

meant, he said, was that some 
of the Senators “will very like- 
ly want to have their position 
cleared up,” and therefore will 
want to testify. The House has 
no authority t require a Sena- 
tor to testify. 

Meanwhile, the White House 
maintained official silence on 
published reports that Sherman 
Adams, chief assistant to Pres- 
ident Eisenhower, had demand- 
ed Mack’s resignation in a 
weekend telephone call to the 
commissioner. 

Press Secretary James ©. 
Hagerty told reporters: “There 
is no resignation that we have 
received, and I have no com- 
ment.” He gave the same “no 
comment” reply to all questions 
about the matter.

AP)—Soviet Ambassador Mik- 
hail Menshikov met for 30 mine 
utes with President Eisenhow- 
and reported after- 
ward they had a “very useful 
conversation.”

Menshikov brushed aside 
questions about whether his 
call dealt with a summit con- 


ference, saying, “It hasn't rip- 
ened vet for publication.” 

Soviet sources said, however, 
that Menshikov met with Mr. 
Eisenhower for the second time 
in three weeks to discuss the 
Kremlin's proposal for an East- 
West foreign ministers meeting 
in April. 

The Soviet ambassador, who 
went to the White House alone. 
hinted that Mr. Eisenhower 
talked bluntly with him about 
Soviet problems with the West. 


Likes President’s Frankness. 


| “I found the President look- 
ing 


healthy, and he's very 
cheerful,” Menshikov said. 
“He's frank and _ straightfor- 


ward and openhearted—quali- 
ties we Russians like.” 

Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles also was present at 
the meeting. 

James C. Hagerty, White 
House press secretary, said 
after Menshikov left that the 
White House had nothing to say 


at this time about his visit. 
Menshikov also fended off 
questions about whether he 


left any notes with the Presi- 
dent. 

Dulles left the White House 
by a side door while newsmen 
were questioning Menshikov. 

The White House stressed 
that the Soviet envoy who first 
met the President a month ago, 
asked for the appointment last 
week before the Kremlin pro- 
posed a foreign ministers con- 
ference in April to pave the 
way for an East-West summit 
meeting 

Letter to Wadsworth. 


In another action today Mr. 
Eisenhower said the United 
States was determined to exert 
every effort to ease the bur- 
den and threats of heavy ar- 
maments “from the daily lives 
of all the peoples of the world.” 

The White House made pub- 
lic a letter Mr. Eisenhower 
sent to James J. Wadsworth, 
the Administration's new disar- 
maments negotiator 

The President wrote that no 
problem was more vital than 
that of “finding a way to re- 
lieve mankind of the burden of 
devising, developing and main- 
taining arms which could lead 
to mankind's self-destruction.” 
He said the arms burden not 
only endangered lives, but, be- 
cause of its evergrowing cost, 
was “‘an increasing threat to 
the economic well-being and 
security of everyone.” 

“The United States, together 
with like-minded nations, is 
determined to exert every ef- 
fort to assure that obstacles, 
procedural or substantive, not 
continue to interrupt our gen- 
uine striving to remove these 
threats from the daily lives of 
all the peoples of the world,” 
Kisenhower said 

Note Still Being Studied. 

The latest Soviet proposal 
was made Friday. Foreign Min- 


ister Andrei Gromyko handed 
to United States Ambassador 
Llewellyn Thompson in Mos- 


cow a note proposing a foreign 
ministers’ meeting to discuss 
the time, place, participants 
and agenda for a summit con- 
ference The note reached 
Washington Friday night and 
is still under study, 

Mr. Eisenhower and Dulles 
reportedly decided in a White 
House talk Saturday that the 
proposition was a move in the 
right direction but that it does 


not go far enough toward 
meeting American require- 
ments—~and those of other 
Western governments — for 


careful preparation in advance 
of a summit conference, 
Two Shortcomings. 

Nevertheless, it was gener- 
ally regarded as a concession 
on Russia’s part to the West- 
ern point of view, It was 
found waiting in these respects: 

1. It made no provision for a 
substantial discussion of the is- 
sues which might arise at a 
summit conference but only for 
deciding which of them should 
be placed on the agenda. 

2. It emphasized Russian 
proposals for barring nuclear 
weapons, suspending nuclear 
tests, signing an East-West non- 
aggression pact and_ similar

Schwartz told members of 
the subcommittee he would ac- 
cept reappointment as their 
chief counsel if he were of- 
fered the position and if he 
were given a free hand, the 
Missouri Representative said. 

Moulder, who resigned as 
chairman of the subcommittee 
after the discharge of Schwartz, 


said the New York lawver and , 


educator had taken “a fearless, 
courageous approach to getting 
at the truth” and that the ma- 
jority of the committee mem- 
bers who fired him gave no 
reason for their action. 

They stated officially that 
Schwartz was “no longer use- 
ful,”” Moulder said, but failed 
to provide any basis for the 
statement. 

“The question of whether 
Dr. Schwartz might accept re- 
appointment came up at a 
closed meeting of the subcom- 
mittee shortly after his dis- 
missal,” Moulder said. “Dr. 
Schwartz replied, ‘if you 
really want it I will give you 
the most complete investigation 
any congressional committee 
ever had.” 

Moulder said he thinks the 
subcommittee should rehire 
him, but did not indicate he 
thought it would. Other at- 
torneys have been interviewed 
for the position in_ recent 
weeks, he said. 

Moulder told how restrictions 
were imposed on him from the 
time he was named to head the 
subcommittee \by Representa- 
tive Oren Harris (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, until, he finally re- 
signed in protest over the dis- 
charge of Schwartz.

Authorities here 
say this would be an unwieldy 
group and probably result in a 
prolonged and disorganized dis- 
cussion. 

The British took a similar 
view, and sources in London 
said Britain will suggest a 
sharp trimming. These sources 
said the Western Big Three 
might agree to meet with the 
foreign ministers of Poland. 
Czechoslovakia and the Soviet 
Union. 

Meanwhile, it was reported 
that the Administration i pre- 
paring to review and possibly 
revise its policy which now op- 
poses suspending tests of nu- 
clear weapons unless Russia 
agrees to a related cutoff in 
the manufacture of such ‘wea- 
pons. 

Dulles is expected to give 
this task to a group of citizens, 
all former high government 
officials, whom he named last 
week as advisers on disarma- 
ment policy. These advisers 
are Walter Bedell Smith, Al- 
fred Gruenther, Robert A. 
Lovett and John J. McCloy. 

Object of Review. 

The United States review 
apparently is aimed at reopen- 
ing the question whether the 
United States may not in fact 
be able to accept a test sus- 
pension—once the forthcoming 
series of tests is completed. 

The next round of American 
experimental explosions is con- 


sidered of great significance 


because it may do a lot to 
clear up the question on the 
design and use of pruclear 
weapons to minimize _ radio- 
active fallout. 

Mr. Eisenhower and Dulles 
are understood to have de- 
cided also that one essen- 
tial condition for any change 
in policy is that this country’s 
western European allies must 


be fully satisfied that their 
own interests are being pro- 
tected 


British and French needs can 
only be met if those nations 
can hereafter test their atomic 
weapons or if they can obtain 
information from American 
tests. This means that another 
condition is congressional ap- 
proval of authority for the 
President to give atomic weap- 
ons information to allied coun- 
tries. 

Inspection Still Basic. 

These conditions are in addi- 
tions to the one which is basic 


to all United States disarma- 
ment proposals—that is ar- 
rangement for an inspection 


system to make sure that any 
violation of the agreement is 
instantly detected. 

If these conditions are ful- 
filled, some of the topmost gov- 
ernment leaders now believe 
that the United States position 
will Be shifted much closer to 
that of Russia and in part at 
least reshaped along lines ad- 
vocated by Mr. Eisenhower's 
recently resigned disarmament 
adviser, Harold Stassen. 

Stassen has opposed the 


close link in American policy 
between suspending atomic 
tests and cutting off the pro- 
duction of nuclear explosives 
for atomic weapons. He has 
held that it blocked an agree- 
ment which could start a whole. 
series of arms control meas- 
ures, 

An American concession on 
this point could advance the 
prospect of an East-West dis- 
armament pact possibly in con- 
nection with a summit confer- 


nce. 
President Gave Hint. 

A clue to the change of em- 

phasis in Administration quar- 

ters came in last Wednesday's 


news conference when Mr. 
Eisenhower was questioned 
about test suspension. He re- 


plied that even if it was possi- 
ble to work out a safeguarding 
inspection system it still would , 
not be possible under present 
law to. satisfy the require- 
ments of United States allies 
who are iess well advanced in 
atomic weapons development 
than the United States. 

In testimony before the Sen- 
ate disarmament subcommit- 
tee last week, Stassen express- 
ed the opinion that Russfa 
would make an agreement with 
the United States directly and 
leave Britain and France free 
to develop their atomic weap- 
ons to whatever extent they 
think necessary. 

The President did not men- 
tion arguments he _ brought 
forth last year that continued 
testing is essential to the de- 
velopment of “cleaner” nuclear 
weapons. Nor did he say that 
a suspension of tests without, 
an agreement to halt produc- 
tion of nuclear explosives by 
a fixed date would be meaning- 
less since it is not the test but 
the East-West race in nuclear 
armaments which creates the 
greatest danger for the world. 

No Policy Change As Yet. 

Inquiry in high quarters con- 
firmed the impression that al- 
though the policy has not yet 
been changed—an_ elaborate 
process involving the military 
|establishment and final approv- 
‘al in the National Security 
Council—the thinking of the 
men. who control foreign pol- 
icy is undergoing a change. 


Reflection of this shift of at- | 
titude may depend on the ac- | 


tions of Congress, the reactions 
of Britain and France, and the 
behavior of the Soviet Union in 
respect to a summit confer- 
ence and the resumption of dis- 
armament negotiations. 


Dr. Kissinger Says Rigid Policy 

Plays into Soviet Hands. 

CHICAGO, March 3 (AP)— 
America’s foreign policy 
planners are following such a 
rigid approach to world ‘prob- 
lems that they are playing in- 
to the hands of the Soviet 
Union, Dr. Henry A. Kissinger, 
director of special studies of 
the Rockefeller brothers’ fund, 
said last night. 

“United States foreign poli- 
cy is too rigid, because there 
is.no agreement on the basic 
outlines of that policy ... 
There is too much devotion to 
a bureaucracy that is designed 
solely to avoid mistakes,” he 
declared. 

He said his criticism applied 
equally to the State Depart- 
ment and the Department of 
Defense. 

Kissinger was the featured 
speaker at the opening session 
of the National Conference on 
Higher Education. Before the 
session he told a news confer- 
ence that “more time and ener- 
gy must be spent in finding 
out what the problem is—and 
‘less in trying to find a solu- 
tion for it.” 


SHAH OF IRAN TO VISIT ¥.S. 


TEHRAN, March 3 ‘AP)—A 
court communique said yester- 
day the Shah of Iran and 
Queen Soraya have accepted 
President Eisenhower's invita- 
tion to visit the United States 
at a date to be announced 
later.

Curtis made his attack on 
the draft at a hearing before 
the subcommittee on _ special 
education, which is considering 
President Eisenhower's billion- 
dollar. four-year plan for fed- 
eral aid to education with em- 
phasis on the teaching of sci- 
ence Curtis urged the com- 
mittee to go slow until it had 
studied the effect of current 
federal activities on the educa- 
tional system 

Similar to Stevenson Idea. 

After making his statement, 
he was asked by a member of 
the committee whether he had 
not taken the same position as 
Adiai E. Stevenson, 1956 Dem- 
ocratic presidential nominee 
who had urged an end of the 
peacetime draft 

Curtis agreed that the posi- 
tions were similar. He said the 
circumstances differed, how-

IT IS A FORTUNATE COINCIDENCE that the Lenten 
season comes at a time when eggs are seasonally plenti- 
ful, and consequently lower in price.

Within 
the past five years egg quality has been constantly im- 
proving, which means more Grade A eggs every year. 
It almost seems as if nature had deliberately planned

Now, while eggs are appearing more frequently than 
usual in your daily menus, is an excellent time to review 
a few basic rules about egg care and cookery, 


Please, please, learn to think of them as a perish- 
able food which always should be refrigerated. Ac- 
cording to the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, eggs stored at room temperature may lose as much 
in quality in three days as those kept two weeks in a

To store leftover whites and yolks, place whites in 
a tightly covered jar in the refrigerator; place yolks in 
a cup or jar, add just enough water to cover, and store 
the covered container in the refrigerator. Yolks should 
be used in two or three days; whites may be held about 
a week. 


‘‘Easy does it’’ is a good slogan to bear in mind 
when cooking eggs. Use low-to-moderate, even heat; 
if cooked too long or at too high a temperature they 
may become tough. And, of ‘boiled’ 
really never should be boiled; they should be simmered.

Here are a few other hints to make certain that the 
egg dishes which appear on your Lenten menys come 
to the table at their very best, delicate and tender: 


When a recipe calls for ‘‘beaten’’ eggs, take an- 
other look to make certain whether it reads ‘‘slightly 
beaten’’ or ‘‘well-beaten’’—it really makes a difference. 
Eggs are ‘‘slightly beaten’’ when they are used as a 


thickener, and ‘‘well-beaten’’ to incorporate air for 
leavening. 
When combining beaten egg whites with other mix- 


tures, use a light under-and-over folding motion rather 
than a stirring motion, And don t overmix, or you will 
lose some of the air which has been beaten into the 
whites. 


When making custards or other dishes that eall for 
hot milk to be added to the egg, mix sugar with the egg 
and not with the milk. Pour hot liquids or mixtures 
slowly into the beaten egg, stirring or beating constantly.

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ADMINISTRATION 
AVOIDS SPECIAL 
ELECTIONS NOW

NEW YORK, March 3—Top 
officials in the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration have adopted a 
rule against risky special con- 
gressional elections. 

Fearful that the _ political 
tide is running Democratic this 
year, they have made it a pol- 
icy to avoid federal appoint- 
ments from congressional ranks 


that would open the way for a_ 


special election. 

A high Republican here said 
Attorney General William P 
Rogers had _ established a 
“rule” against appointing a 
Congressman to the federal 
bench at present. 

This policy presumably ac- 
counts for the Republican re- 
fusal to call a special elec- 
tion in Wisconsin to fill a 
vacancy caused by the death 
last January to Representative 
Lawrence H. Smith. Republi- 
ean Gov. Vernon Thomson said 
he would leave the seat vacant 
until the general election in 
November. 

Wisconsin Republicans were 
jolted last year by the victory 
of Senator William Proxmire, 
Democrat. 

The party was made even 
more election-shy by the re- 
sults of a special vote two 
weeks ago in Minnesota’s First 
Congressional district, tradi- 
t®mally regarded as Repub- 
lican. The Democrats came 
within 668 votes of scoring an 
upset. 

The aversion to risking a de- 
feat stemmed not only from an 
unwillingness to lose a Repub- 
lican seat in Congress, but 
from the awareness of the ad- 
verse psychological effect on 
the party in this year’s regular 
congressional elections. 

A key Republican leader here 
said the new rule had stymied 
efforts to win federal judge- 
ships for Representatives 
Frederic R. Coudert Jr. and 
Henry A, Latham of New York. 

“But it’s a two-edged sword,” 
he said of the policy. “If you 
wait too long, the Democrats 
(in the Senate) won’t confirm 
any judges for you.” 


Says Some Republicans Won't 
Back Eisenhower Program. 
WASHINGTON, March 3 

(AP) — Chairman Andrew 

Schoeppel of the Republican 

senatorial campaign committee 

said yesterday it “would be 
detrimental in some states” for 

Republicans to base their cam- 

paigns on support for Presi- 

dent Eisenhower's programs. 

The Kansas Senator said in 
a local television interview that 
some G.O.P. candidates ‘“sim- 
ply are not going to take the 
same position as the President 
or his advisers” on some ques- 
tions such as foreign aid and 
foreign trade. 

It's only natural, he said, 
that the candidates should re- 
flect the thinking of voters in 
their areas, and he added: 

“To that extent, following 
the President’s program and 
expecting to run on his pro- 
gram 100 per cent would be 
detrimental in some states.” 

Schoeppel said he hopes, and 
expects, that Mr. Eisenhower 
will take an active interest in 
the November congressional 
election campaign. Schoeppel 
said he expects the big cam- 
paign issue to be the state of 
the nation’s economy. He pre- 
dicted that a pre-election up- 
turn would help the Repub- 
licans. 

He said he thought national 
defense would be the second 
most important issue, but said 
this was fading in the wake of 
the launching of America’s 
first earth satellite. 

Schoeppel said “I’m betting 
my best” that the Republicans 
will at least hold their own in 
the Senate races and perhaps 
pick up an extra seat. The 
present Senate line-up is 49 
Democrats and 47 Republicans. 
A G.OP. gain of one seat 
would give them control since 
Vice President Nixon would 
vote to break the tie.

Locating the Inner Belt 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I viewed with more than passing 
interest your news feport of the 
discussion that took place before 
the County Council concerning 
action on the Inner Belt highway. 
The passage of time will certainly 
make it no easier to designate the 
ultimate location of the proposed 
controversial Inner Belt. 


The Inner Belt has been under 
consideration by the Council for 
some time. The Council has, in 
the best interest of the communi- 
ties affected, conducted public 
hearings and given the Inner Belt 
highway wide publicity. Your 
newspaper has added to the dis- 
semination of expressway informa- 
tion by pictorially reproducing the 
routes under consideration. 


In addition to the public hear- 
ings, meetings have been held 
with officials of the affected cities. 
No one can say that an opportunity 
to express himself on the subject 
has not been afforded. 

So long as action on this matter 
is prolonged, a cloud will remain 
on the sale and purchase of prop- 
erty in the cities affected. Prop- 
erty cannot safely be bought or 
sold. Moreover, until a decision 
is reached on the route, it par- 
alyzes individual cities from any 
type of formal city planning. A 
decision should certainly not be 
too long delayed. 

As a Councilman in University 
City, I would be the last to rec- 
ommend ill-advised haste in a 
weighty decision. However, in 
view of the considerations pre- 
viously detailed, it would appear 
in the best interests of the county 
to have the Citizens Bond Issue 
Public Works Advisory Committee 
complete its study, with the Coun- 
ty Council then conducting what- 
ever other final hearings are nec- 
essary to implement its decision. 

Thereafter the County Council 
should with all dispatch take pos- 
itive, final and conclusive action 
on the Inner Belt highway.

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Time to Stand Fast 


Although good reasons and strong support 
for the single chief of staff proposal have 
been abundantly in evidence, doubt is arising 
that Secretary of Defense Neil McElroy will 
include it in the list of Pentagon reorganiza- 
tion recommendations which he will submit 
to President Eisenhower in about a month. 

The need for the single chief of staff has 
been demonstrated to be so great, and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has shown such determina- 
tion to achieve a genuine modernization of 
the defense structure, that it is difficult to 
believe that this major proposal can be 
dropped without a fight. 

It was the advice of Gen. Eisenhower, 
among others, that prompted President Tru- 
man immediately after World War II to offer 
a military merger plan. Mr. Truman wanted 
the Army, Navy and Air Force as equal 
branches in a single Defense Department 
with a single Secretary of Defense and a sin-- 
gle chief of staff. In Congress and in the 
Navy there arose such an outcry that Mr. 
Truman had to compromise. The 1947 De- 
fense Act was the result. It established the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and defined service 
roles and missions which now have been 
rendered obsolete by the swift developments 
in electronic and nuclear warfare. 

* + * ‘ 

The Joint Chiefs system has long been 
under criticism. The Johnson Preparedness 
subcommittee heard witnesses describe its 
weaknesses. The Rockefeller and Gaither 
reports pointed to the great need for a 
new system. With their strong loyalties to 
their own services and the heavy demands 
made upon them, it is too much to expect the 
Joint Chiefs to do their best work in the 
present setup. It is too much to have to serve 
under these conditions both as operating 
heads of their services, and strategic plan- 
ners for their country. 

Opposition to the single chief proposal 
stems from the same sources it did in 1947— 
the Navy, which fears its specialized contri- 
butions might be underestimated if the indi- 
vidual service chiefs lost authority, and the 
House Armed Services Committee which is 
completely dominated by Carl Vinson, long 
its chairman. 

Vinson has introduced a bill which is his 
personal declaration of war on the Admin- 
istration’s first thoughts on reorganization. 
It would elevate the Army, Navy and Air 
Force secretaries to seats on the National Se- 
curity Council where they now are repre- 
sented by Secretary McElroy. It would 
strengthen the Joint Chiefs by permitting 
them, instead of the Defense Secretary, to 
redesignate boundaries of the several unified 
commands, and by encouraging them to turn 
over administrative service loads to their 
vice chiefs. 

* * * 

The bill does have the merit of calling for 
cutting out 14 of the 29 assistant and deputy 
secretaries. Since 1953 their average tenure 
has been 17 months which means that they 
leave about the time they learn their duties. 
They have played a major part in the Penta- 
gon morass in which lines of authority and 
functions have been tangled or lost. Secre- 
tary McElroy has asserted that he too would 
like to clear up this mess. But the bill also 
would cut off 1800 of his 2400 civilian em- 
ployes which seems to indicate Mr. Vinson is 
aiming a veiled threat at Mr. McElroy. 

Mr. McElroy has conducted his office well 
and his consultants have excellent back- 
ground. All that will be wasted if they must 
take any hints that temporizing on crucial 
defense matters is the better part of wisdom. 
If political compromise, instead of earnest 
conviction, is to rear its ugly head this early 
in the game, the revamping of the Pentagon 
will amount to little. President Eisenhower, 
who promised that he would see the defense 
problem through, should stand ready to re- 
inforce his Secretary of Defense now if 
necessary. 


Uneclipsed at 9 


Our admiring congratulations go to Thomas

of the moon, and insisted it was an eclipse of 
the sun—as a result of which the publishers 
are correcting the mistake. 

An impressive and sometimes overawing 
air of authority attaches.to print, and to 
grownups, and to persons with letters after 
their names. Sad to relate, pronouncements 
offered under these imposing auspices are 
not always so. To know as much is a good 
stout beginning of wisdom. While it may 
not necessarily make its possessor an oracle, 
it will on occasion prevent him from being 
a sap. 

It is pleasant to see young Thomas H. Tro- 
land Il’s education in raising an eyebrow 
and taking a sharp look progressing so nicely, 
and we would wish no more than as much for 
the rest of us. 


As College Needs Rise 


What role should St. Louis play in the ex- 
pansion of Missouri higher education? Much 
useful aid in answering that question is to 
be expected from the survey of college facili- 
ties in the metropolitan area which is shortly 
to be undertaken. The importance of the 
survey is attested by the membership of the 
committee in charge: President Elmer Ellis 
of Missouri University; Chancellor Ethan A. 
H. Shepley of Washington University; the 
Very Rev. Paul C. Reinert, S.J., president of 
St. Louis University; Superintendent of In- 
struction Philip J. Hickey of the St. Louis 
public schools; County Superintendent of 
Schools George W. Vossbrink. 

The need for a study was emphasized by 
the recent report of the Board of Visitors on 
the plight of the University of Missouri. Right 
now the University is packed with 13,000 stu- 
dents and it is anticipated that by 1970 it 
should be prepared to handle double that 
number. Washington and St. Louis univer- 
sities face similar demands. 

If a four-year—or even a two-year—college 
were set up in the city or the county, such an 
institution would lighten these loads and pro- 
vide education at a lower cost for residents 
of this area than they would pay at Columbia 
and Rolla. 

An excellent example of what can be done 
by a state university lies just across the Mis- 
sissippi River. Southern Illinois University 
in 1957 established in Alton, East St. Louis 
and Belleville what it calls a residence cen- 
ter program. This year 2874 students are en- 
rolled for freshman and sophomore day pro-

grams. East St. Louis will add courses for 
juniors next year and for seniors in 1960. 
Nintey-four per cent of these residence cen- 
ter students live within 35 miles of their 
classes. Madison and St. Clair counties, in 
which the three residence centers lie, account 
for 86 per cent of the student body. Such 
figures indicate that the survey of the St. 
Louis city and county area will call for at 
least another junior college. 


For Equity and Revenue 


Attorney General Dalton’s opinion on state 
income tax enforcement makes a good deal 
of sense. He says it is up to the Department 
of Revenue to notify prosecuting attorneys 
of evasion cases which call for criminal 
action. On that basis, Revenue Director Mil- 
ton Carpenter promises a “crackdown in 
several counties” soon. 

This will be welcome news to citizens who 
pay their state taxes and take no particular 
pleasure in the knowledge that some of their 
fellow citizens don’t. If there is any question 
whatever about the legality of the procedure 


‘as defined by Mr. Dalton, the Legislature 


should be asked to amend the law. A state 
income tax which cannot be enforced by 
both criminal and civil process is an ab- 
surdity. It is even faintly absurd that state 
officials seem to have been unclear on the 
whole matter until politely queried by the 
Missouri League of Women Voters. 

The logical corollary to vigorous tax en- 
forcement is withholding by payroll deduc- 
tion, another way of making sure that exist- 
ing tax burdens are fairly shared by all. Mr. 
Carpenter has expressed himself in favor of 
withholding. We wish he would try to con- 
vince Gov. Blair, who blows hot and cold on 
the subject. Both for equity and revenue, 
Missouri needs withholding and needs it now. 


Discontent in Germany 


Warsaw has received Bonn’s comments on 
the Rapacki plan for keeping nuclear weapons 
out of Central Europe and its eventual de- 
militarization. The Poles see no basis for ne- 
gotiations in the German reply. Given Chan- 
cellor Adenauer’s positive views and his par- 
liamentary strength, this was to be expected. 
Yet the German press and American observ- 
ers alike indicate that a growing segment of 
German public opinion does not support the 
Chancellor. 

It is impossible to appraise this numerical- 
ly since it is manifested chiefly by the press, 
the politicians and the “eggheads,” the more 
articulate elements in the population. There 
is, however, increased talk of a new approach 
to the Communist bloc. Debates are numer- 
ous and spirited. Petitions are being circu- 
lated. Publications as diverse as Munich’s 
Sued-Deutsche Zeitung and Cologne’s Neue 
Illustrierte are full of the subject; 132 uni- 
versity people signed an appeal to the Chan- 
cellor, and even a few ministers of his own 
party are calling for a change in policy. 

These manifestations of protest are of 
prime concern to the other NATO nations. 
While Adenauer is resigned to patient wait- 
ing, it would be folly for the West to ignore 
the significance of German appeals to con- 
sider Russia’s proposals for negotiation be- 
tween East and West Germany and for a two- 
state federation. It is being said, for example, 
that negotiation may permit “rescuing 17,- 
000,000 abandoned East Germans,” as well as 
working out trade and currency arrangements 
and, eventually, achieving reunification. 

Those who talk this way are not anti-Amer- 
ican; many of them dread the departure of 
American troops. But they believe a more 
effective policy should be adopted for reuni- 
fication. They believe this implies negotia- 
tions with the Communists who in East 
Germany have the nine points of the law, 
possession, in their favor. To the proposi- 
tion that Russia will not relax its grip except 
at an exorbitant price, they reply that this 
really cannot be known until an effort is 
made to find out what the Russian price 
really is. 

There is a yeast of discontent working in 
West Germany, and this is by no means the 
concern only of Germans. 


Roadblock in the House 


A much-needed federal budget reform is 
scheduled for debate and vote in the House 
of Representatives Wednesday. We hope that 
this time the House, which has twice frus- 
trated unanimous Senate votes on the meas- 
ure, will act with more responsibility. The 
reform—annual accrued expenditure budget- 
ing—has been recommended by the second 
Hoover commission, by President Eisenhower, 
and by leading accounting and budgeting 
experts. 

What it would do would be to give Con- 
gress continuing control over appropriations 
for long-term programs. As it is, funds are 
appropriated in a lump sum for a long-range 
program and Congress. thereafter has’ little 
or nothing to say about it. The President 
also has little control over the spending once 
authority to incur obligations has been ap- 
portioned by the Budget Bureau. 

At present some $70,000,000,000 out of con- 
trol by Congress or the President is thus 
wandering around the executive departments. 
Portions of it may be de-obligated and spent 
for purposes other than those for which it 
was appropriated. 

Under the proposed new method, Congress 
would appropriate for long-range projects 
only one year at a time, and review the proj- 
ects annually. Eventually the multi-billion- 
dollar carryover could be reduced by the sim- 
ple process of not adding to it. Near-chaos 
in one large area of budgeting would be re- 
placed by at least semi-order. We should 
think the basic good business of it would 
commend itself as easily to the House as to 
the Senate.

Depletion Grants: a Private Tax Escape 


So Senator Lausche Declares in Reply to Ohio Coal Interests’ Request for Increase 


From a Letter by Senator Frank 
J. Lausche (Dem., Ohio) 


After having given the entire fed- 
eral depletion allowance formula 
close study, I have come to the con- 
clusion that there should be a nar- 
rowing of the allowance gap between 
the oil and gas and the coal industry, 
but that it should be accomplished 
by reducing the percentage allow- 
ance to the oil and gas industry 
rather than by increasing the pres- 
ent 15 per cent allowance to the coal 
industry. 

Frankly, in the interest of fairness 
in the application of our federal tax 
laws and the elim- 
reac or reduc- 
. tion of unneces-

The depletion allowance, in its 
present form, dates from the Reve- 
nue Act of 1926, When Congress 
granted to oil and gas producers the 
privilege of charging against net in- 
come in the computation of income- 
tax liability an amount equal to 27% 
per cent of gross sales from crude 
production but not to exceed 50 per 
cent of net income. 

This grant of privilege was justi- 
fied on the ground that under the 
existing technological and economic 
conditions a stimulus was necessary 
to encourage the discovery and de- 
velopment of new oil and gas de- 
posits. 

During the subsequent 30 years, 


however, this restricted privilege, 
designed to serve the public interest, 
has been transmuted into a general- 
ized tax immunity, or subsidy, which 
seriously depletes the public reve- 
nue, creates grave social injustices 
and produces serious distortions in 
the economy. 

In short, the depletion allowance 
has become primarily a private tax- 
escape device the approximate effect 
of which is to equate the corporate 
income tax with the capital-gains tax 
in the natural-resource industries. 


With rising prices and higher in- 
come-tax rates the depletion allow- 
ance became increasingly lucrative 
and capitalized value of its benefits 
(tax savings) correspondingly great- 
er. Thus, the pressure to extend the 
privilege mounted until it became 
irresistible; Congress was forced to 
yield and gradually other extractive 
industries gained admission to the 
select company of the privileged, 
albeit at considerably lower rates. 

These developments have brought 
us to a point where the depletion al- 
lowance imposes on the _ federal 
treasury a huge loss of potential 
revenue the exact amount of which 
is not known but which may run to 
as much as one billion dollars a 
year, of which amount the oil and 
gas industries account for approxi- 
mately three fourths. This deficiency 
must either be made good by non- 
privileged taxpayers, or borne by 
consumers through chronic inflation 
or by the general public in the form 
of desirable services foregone. 

If percentage depletion ever 
served the public interest to an ex- 
tent commensurate with its costs, 
it has long ceased to do so. Under 
modern conditions the known evils 
so far outweigh the indeterminate 


and illusive benefits claimed for it 
that percentage depletion can no 
longer be defended on grounds of 
public, as distinct from private, in- 
terest. 

There is no necessary or urgent 
public interest at stake in the ex- 
tractive industries which cannot be 
served better, more cheaply, and 
with fewer attendant evils by al- 
ternative means. If a free compe- 
titive price system will not call up 
adequate supplies of these minerals, 
and if a free capital market will not 
provide sufficient increments of new 
capital, then these deficiencies can 
be met by direct, specific, govern- 
mental action without resort to a 
generalized tax subsidy divorced 
from performance. 


Our national’ defense is such a 
primary objective that citizens are 
willing to incur 
great costs on its 
account. But espe- 
cially with a de- 
fense budget as 
large as ours is 
today, we should 
be strongly inter- 
ested in seeing to 
it that we are get- 
ting the maxi- 
mum amount of 
defense potential 
for our money. 
It is my conviction that our pres- 
ent tax treatment of mineral indus- 
tries has no justificatign in a peace- 
time economy. Hence, it can be jus- 
tified, if at all, only in terms of its 
contributions to national defense. 
But it would indeed be surprising if 
percentage depletion were the best 
way to provide for our defense needs 
of coal and sand and gravel as well 
as oil and copper and lead.

Between Book Ends The Greenhouse Variety 


FORCED TO BE FREE, by John D. 
Montgomery. (University of Chicago 
Press, 209 pgs., $4.50.) 

Before 1945, the United States had 
had little experience in running 
other peoples’ governments, but. the 
military occupation of Germany and 
Japan soon provided more of that 
kind of experience thah most Amer- 
icans wanted. The title of this book 
derives from the “greenhouse” 
variety of democracy which Amer- 
ican administrators attempted to 
grow on some very alien soil. 

The book does not offer any gen- 
eral analysis of how well we suc- 
ceeded in our two military occupa- 
tions, other than to note that things

Yet the 
author makes out a good case for 
why we should first recognize our 
legitimate political and economic 
objectives overseas, then take some 
energetic steps to do some political 
proselyting and manipulation towards 
their attainment, even though such 
action might fall far short of what 
could be described in any sense as 
a “revolution.”

Display at Schweig Gallery 

Is His First in 3 Years— 
100 Drawings Included.

Twenty-eight recent paint- 
ings by Edward E. Boccia, and | 
more than 100 of his recent | 
drawings, went on view at the | 
Martin Schweig gallery yester- | 
day in his first one-man show 
in three years. 


The paintings, all done since 
1956, show a turning towards 
a new style that finds its ex- 
pression in metaphors of the 
mystic relationships between 
man and the sea. In many of 
the oils, human and sea crea- 
tures—some of them derived 
from mythology—are found in 
a violent confusion of closely 
massed forms. At times, a 
man-like figure rises assertive- 
ly out of these seething ele- 
ments, but it exists more as 
an image of intensely felt emo- | 
tions than as a human being. 

“The source of my painting,” 
Boccia says, “lives in the sen- | 
suous and metaphorical realm 
which exists between the con- 
scious and the subconscious. | 
am interested in ecstasy and 
the heroic—in creating a haunt- 
ing world belonging to a secret 
category. Each pajnting is a 
carrier of a fond childhood 
dream as a source of inner 
life. I journey to a legendary | 
realm as a believer and a dis- 
ciple.” 

There is visible in the col- 
lection of paintings a treat-, 
ment of figures in the style | 
of Max Beckmann, in their | 
sharply cut outlines and in bi- | 
zarre effects of figures in space. 
Facial features often go back 
to an Italian Renaissance and 
Mannerist kind of drawing. 
Boccia fuses these diverse con- 
cepts into a style that is very 
much his own. 

Several works such as “Lyric 
Group,” a monumental array 
of rearing and plunging horses, 
and “Variations On A Theme,” 
an anatomical composition of 
four figures, are painted in a 
high key palette of orange and 
yellow. “Siren,” a swiftly visu- 
alized temale figure riding a 
fish, is done with pointillist 
touches of background color. 

Later paintings are done in 
a much lower key, a prevalent 
blue-violet atmosphere with 
figures outlined in heavy black 
strokes. In most cases, the 
paint is used as a color stain, 
with touches of built-up paint 
here and there to catch the 
light or cast a shadow. 

A “Self Portrait’ puts the 
face in a beam of light that 
throws one side into dazzling 
prominence and leaves the 
other in deep shade. The trip- 
tych, “Journey,” deals with 
mythological sea beings pre- 
sented in somber tones. 

The 37-year-old painter was 
formerly assistant dean of the 
Washington University School 
of Fine Arts, but relinquished | 
this position four years ago to 
give more time to his painting. 
He is now instructor in draw- 
ing. In 1955, he was the first 
artist to win both top prizes 
at the City Art Museum Mis- 
souri Show. He has received 
numerous other awards, and 
his works are in more than 
30 private collections.

PUBLIC LAND STUDY 
FOR WILDLIFE URGED 


Creation by Congress of a 
Public Lands Management 
Study Commission to recom- 


mend the best possible uses 
for the nation’s 640,000,000 
acres of public lands was urged 
here yesterday by the National 
Wildlife Federation. 

The federation, in another 
resolution adopted at its 
twenty-second annual conven- 
tion at Hotel Statler Hilton, 
Sharply criticized the United 
States Fish an dWildlife Serv- 
ice for failing “either to de- 
velop the kind of comprehen- 
sive, long-range plan necessary 
to assure the perpetuation of 
migratory waterfowl resources 
and their unique recreational 
values, cr to supply the leader- 
ship required to win public 
support for the accomplish- 
men tof such a plan.” 

In the resdlution on public 
lands, the federation pointed 
out that these areas, 350,000,- 
000 acres in 11 western states 
and the rest in Alaska and 


Hawaii, contain much of the 
country’s remaining natural 
resources.

EXPLORER ORBIT 


COMPUTED, LIFE 
SET AT 2 YEARS 


CLEVELAND, March 3 
(AP)—Cleveland scientists said 
today they have worked out a 


formula for predicting the orbit 


of the United States satellite, 
Explorer. They said_ their 
findings showed the satellite 
will stay up only two years 
instead of the six previously 
predicted. 

“I believe this is the first 
time there has been found a 
complete mathematical solution 
to the orbit,” said Dr. A. L. 
Jones, supervisor of basic re- 
search at the Sohio Research 
Laboratories. 

Dr. Jones said scientists who 
worked with him and Dr. Gor- 
don Grant of Casé Institute of 
Technology had checked earlier 
this week with Vanguard pro- 
ject control center. He said 
they were told Government 
scientists are not near a solu- 
tion of the orbit. 

Dr. 
now is 114.30 minutes, with a 
loss of two-hundredths of a 
minute a day. 

“At that rate,” he said, “the 
United States satellite will be 
within the orbit of Russia's 
Sputnik II in two years. That 
one (Sputnik) is not expected 
to remain aloft for another 
month.” 

The team of Sohio and Case 
Tech scientists made their ob- 
servations with radio-telescope 
interferometers.

MORTALITY RECORDS 
HERE STUDIED BY U.S. 


Mortality records in St. 
Louis and other American 
cities are being studied by the 
United States Public Health 
Service in an effort to deter- 
mine why there has been a 
sharp increase in death rate 
this year, as compared with 


1957, Dr. J. Earl Smith, St. 
Louis health commissioner, 
said today. 


Dr. Smith pointed out that 
in the city of St. Louis the 
over-all number of deaths from 
all causes this year was 2425, 
an increase of 18 per cent over 
the total in the corresponding 
period last year. This is despite 
the fact that the Asian influ- 
enza epidemic reached its peak 
last November.

Health Service 
nurse-statistician was in St. 
Louis to study records last 
week, for the second time in a 
30-day period, Dr. Smith said. 
One objective was to find out 
whether there is a correlation 
between Asian flu and subse- 
quent deaths, particularly 
among persons 55 years and 
older.

Rock ‘n’ Roll Woe 
For Hit Parade 


NEW YORK, March 3. 
THE HIT PARADE, which has been on television 
since the beginning of recorded history with a fairly in- 
flexible format, has finally bowed despairingly before the 
continued popularity of rock ‘n’ roll. It now plays only 
og five (instead of seven) of 
| the top tunes’. which 
means it has space for 
four “extras.” The “ex- 
tras,” as any Hit Parade 
viewer knows, are good 
old standards, usually the 
only decent tunes on the 
show. 

Rock ‘n’ roll has been 
an awful headache for 
the Hit Parade all along. 
For one thing, the Hit 
Parade audience is large- 
ly an adult one; the 
teen-age kids who push 
rock ‘n’ roll up in the 
hit class are out jiving it 
up Saturday night while 
their parents are home 
looking at the show and 
loathing the rock ‘n’ roll 
on it. For another thing, 
Hit Parade has always 
dramatized the lyrics of a song, frequently to the point of 
nausea. But rock ‘n’ roll lyrics fiercely defy dramatization 
and sometimes even explanation.

What are you going to do with a song like 
“Peggy Sue” whose lyric simply repeats over and 
over again “Peggy Sue, I Love You?” Well, Hit 
Parade producer Dan Lounsberry simply had 
singer Alan Copeland popping out of different 
manholes while his girl sat in her apartment under 
the stern eye of her father. For a rousing finish 
—and the Hit Parade insists upon rousing finishes 
—the girl dove into the manhole with the guy. It’s 
weak but what can you do? 


Years ago, songs would get on the Hit Parade and 
stay there for long spells. The all-time champ is “People 
Will Say We're in Love” which*stayed on for 29 weeks. 
Today, either because the kid audience is more fickle or 
because the songs are so lousy, songs don't last that long. 
Twelve or 14 weeks is a long time for a song to stay on 
the Hit Parade and those that do are generally melodic 
ballads like “Tammy” or “April Love” which are pretty 
easy to dramatize. 


LAST YEAR six out of seven of the top tunes were 
rock ‘n’ roll which drove the production staff of Hit Pa- 
rade a little dippy. The two toughest songs to deal with 
week in, week out, were “Wake Up, Little Suzie,” and 
“Silhouettes.” 


As do so many rock ‘n’ roll numbers, “Wake Up, Little 
Suzie” presented the problems in taste. “Wake up, little 
Suzie, wake up. We've both been sound asleep. Wake up, 
Little Suzie, and weep. The night is over, it’s 4 o’clock 
and we're in trouble deep.” Lounsberry and his staff got 
around the suggestiveness of the lyric week after week 
by making Little Suzie a very little girl and the person 
Singing to her was sometimes her older brother, some- 
times her older sister and once a baby sitter—in that way 
extinguishing any sexual conotations. 


“Silhouettes” was a tough one simply because 
it told a story in the past tense and Lounsberry 
and his staff had to enact it in the present tense 
seven different ways which was the number of 
weeks the song was on the show. Until this year, 
idea man Bill Nicholas contributed about 80 per 
cent of the vignettes for the songs. But Nicholas 
has now left and the idea department now con- 
sists of Lounsberry, director Bill Hobin, chore- 
ographer Ernest Flatt, art director Paul Barnes, 
and associate director Dave Geisel. 


Probably nowhere has the _of being sung “at” 
been carried so far. On the “Hit Parade, when a singer 
is moaning of the fickleness of her lover, she sings it 
right at some guy who has no other function except to 
look fickle. For this highly specialized work they call on 
the Hit Parade singers and dancers, a regular chorus of 19. 


BEING SUNG “AT” {ts not as easy as it sounds. since 
the movements are plotted out in terms of bars of music 
and the guy has to know music to know when to stand or 
Sit or Walk away or whatever action is planned for him. 
It takes a little more skill than putting a guy in an isola- 
tion booth and perhaps a little less than filmed wrestling, 
if you're trying to rate it as television jobs go.

Dick Shawn Reduces Teen-Age

THE OTHER DAY on “St. 
Louis Hop,” Russ David's TV 
program for teen-agers, a 
rather frightening young man 
was introduced, in a purpose- 
fully vague manner. He 
launched forthwith into a mut- 
tering low-key social commen- 
tary. 

He was dressed in the classio 
tradition of a juvenile delin- 
quent, wearing the black leath- 
er jacket and equally black 
scowl so dear. to the hearts of 
ambitious young apprentice 
hoods. The hundreds of clean- 
cut teen-agers present viewed 
him with mild alarm. 


“Hey, where's your leather 
jackets, man?” he inquired. 
“Where's them duck-tail hair- 
cuts?” The teen-agers stood in 
various stages of gap-jawed- 
ness. The dead-panned “delin- 
quent” warmed up to his sub- 
ject. 

Only trouble with teen-agers, 
what I mean, man, is don’t no- 
body understand them: This 
was his theme. The teen-agers 
began to suspect a gag. The 
“hood” addressed himself to 
parents who failed to under- 
stand the transgressions of off- 
spring. 

“IT got a message for you 
parents,” he said. “Get out of 
the country!” 

The more astute youngsters 
on the dance floor were laugh- 
ing by now: As the act contin- 
ued the entire assembly began 
to rock with laughter. 


The delinquent was Dick 
Shawn, one of the most versa- 
tile young comedians around 
today, and his act went over 
big—in fact, almost too big. 
As he went off, leaving his 
audience gasping with laughter 
at this biting satire on the rela- 
tively few jerks who are among 
our teen-agers, the telephone 
switchboard lit up. 

Irate parents began to call 
in: “What is that horrible fugi- 
tive from reform school doing 
talking to our children?” 

In a way the reaction was a 
testimonial to the accuracy of 
Shawn's reporting on the mores 
of our culture—a talent which 
has helped establish him as 
one of the funniest (if some- 
times disturbing) men on net- 
work TV and the night club 
circuit. 

Shawn, 29, bushy - haired, 
built like a varsity end, now 
playing Hotel Chase through 
March 5, is a peculiar con- 
glomeration of talent ranging 
from near slapstick comedy 
through subtle satire and right 
on into the ability for straight 
drama. He is also, in' his way, a 
right good reporter, although 
maybe he never.thought of it. 

“I simply\keep my eyes open 
watching for significant aspects 
on the national scene,” he told 
me. “Then I work it into my 
act.” 

Right now he is working up 
a routine puncturing the cur-

all sides as novels and maga- 
zine articles allegedly written 
by celebrities recount, in a 
startlingly blithe manner, life 
stories which would turn Nero 
toward the sawdust trail.

Aaron E. Hotchner Drew on Memory of Case Here for TV Play Starring 
Paul Muni — He's Had Busy Writing Career That Started in Air Force

NEW YORK, March 3. 

WHEN AARON EDWARD 
HOTCHNER was a young 
practicing lawyer in St. Louis 
in the early 1940's, he followed 
with intense interest the pro- 
ceedings in a case in which a 
brother of one of his friends 
was disbarred. 

Now a successful author and 
playwright and no longer prac- 
ticing law, Hotchner has drawn 
on his memory to fashion a 
television play, ‘““The Last Clear 
Chance,” which will be present- 
ed on Playhouse 90 (KWK-TV 
8:30-10 p.m.) next Thursday. 

Starring Paul Muni, “The 
Last Clear Chance” is the story 
of a distinguished member of 
the legal profession who is 
called upon to defend his own 
lawyer-son when the younger 
man is accused of withholding 
evidence in a murder trial. The 
fight to save his son from dis- 
barment becomes the most de- 
manding and important legal 
battle of the older lawyer's 
life. 

“T’ have always been in- 
trigued by the process of law- 
yers sitting in judgment on 
their own,” Hotchner’ ex- 
plained. “I am fascinated by the 
way the legal procession, in or- 
der to keep ethics high, polices 
its own. The story of ‘The 
Last Clear Chance’ had been in 
the back of my mind for a long 
time. 


Hotchner is not only 
pleased with the casting of 
his play—Luther Adler as 
the prosecutor and Dick York 
as the young lawyer—but de- 
lighted that so distinguished 
an actér as Paul Muni found 
the script worthy of enthu- 
siasm, Only once before has 
Muni been tempted into tele- 
vision and then it was to re- 
peat his role in “Counsellor- 
at-Law” in which he had al- 
ready scored success on both 
stage and film. 


Hotchner’s 90-minute drama 
will originate “live” from Hol- 
lywood. It is produced by Mar- 
tin Manulis and directed by 
George Roy Hill, who directed 
“Look Homeward, Angel,” now 
on Broadway. 


NO NEWCOMER to the ranks 
of TV playwrights, Hotchner 
tried his first TV play four 
years ago with an adaptation 
for Omnibus of the Hemingway 
story, “The Gambler, the Nun 
and the Radio.” He followed 
with another adaptation of 
Hemingway’s “The Battler” for 
Fred Coe’s Playwrights ’56 and 
then wrote an original play for 
Coe entitled “You Sometimes 
Get Rich.” This fall he wrote 
the television adaptation of five 
of Hemingway’s short stories 
for “The Seven Lively Arts,” 
under the title “The World of 
Nick Adams.”

Famous Fable 


WHOLESALE: British news- 
paper publisher Lord Beaver- 
brook has had a talent for mak- 
ing money since he was a boy 
in his native Canada. At the 
age of 12 he was already hold- 
ing down two jobs, relates Tom 
Driberg in the book “Beaver- 
brook.” 

“For both his out-of-school 
jobs, he badly needed a bicycle. 
His father either could not af- 
ford to buy him one or thought 
it an unnecessary luxury. 

“A firm of soap-makers was 
offering bicycles ‘free’ in ex- 
change for wrappers from the 
soap tablets. Somehow, he bor- 
rowed enough money to buy 
several cases of soap wholesale. 

“He then hawked the soap 
from door to door at cost price, 
undercutting the local retailers, 
on condition that the buyers 
give him the wrappers. Soon 
he had sold enough soap and 
collected enough wrappers to 
repay his debt and get the bi- 
cycle,” E, E. EDGAR.

Hotchner took the advice, mar- 
ried the former Geraldine Ma- 
vor, who had been a Hollywood 
literary agent, and became ar- 
ticles editor of Cosmopolitan. 

It was while he was with 
Cosmopolitan that he and Er- 
nest Hemingway became close 
friends, so close in fact that 
Hotchner lived with the Hem- 
ingways in Venice for four 
months at one period. 

In 1950 Hotchner quit Cos- | 
mopolitan, moved with his wife 
to Westport, Conn., and settled | 
down seriously to the business | 
of writing. He sold articles to 
This Week, Saturday Evening 
Post, Redbook, Esquire, Col- 
liers, American Magazine and 
Ladies’ Home Journal. Then 
he wrote fiction published in 
the Ladies’ Home Journal, Sat- 

urday Evening Post and Amer- 
ican Magazine.
